Gannon render’d unferviceable, the 
Works that are neceffarily preparatory 
to an Affaulr have been retarded, But the Baron 
de Pointis with his Squadron, and feveral Ships 
from Cadix and Barcelona, having brought a great 
deal of Ammunition aud feveral battering Pieces, 
the Fire againft the Place has fince been redoubled ; 
And tho’ the Enemy’s Fire is very great, the Befiegers 
have had bur 4 Soldiers kill'd and 10 wounded, in a- 
bove 8 Days. A French Ship that was mtsape in 
‘the Mouth of the Streights, has taken a Ship of the 
Enemy’s laden with Ammunition and Provifions for 
the Garrifon of Gibraltar, who as Deferters Report 
fuffer very much ; yet the Prince of Darmftad ap- 
refolv’d to defend it to the laft Extremity, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated A ril 2. ; 
Madrid, March 13. Advice being brought to 
Gourt, That a Fleet had been feen ia the Heighth of 
Corunna, it being fuppofed to bea new Convoy from 
England, going to Lisbon, to join the Squadron 
Commanded by Sir John Leake, and to proceed with 
him to Gibraltar. "Tis faid the King has fent an 
Exprefs to the Baron de Pontis, with Orders to leave 
the Bay of Gibraltar with all Expedition, it being 
apprehended he is too weak to ftand an Engagement 
with the Enemy, tho’ his Squadron was reinforced 
the 5th Inftaut with 4 af Men of Wer from Tou- 
lon. Lecers of the 7th from the Camp before Gi- 
braltar fay, twas hop’d all things might be in a rea- 
dinefs for an Affault to be made on that Place to 
Day the 13th. ia, 
There are other Advices in the Prints, which fay 
the Baron de Pontis having held a Council of War 
(upon receiving Intelligence that Sir John Leake was 
preparing to fail from Lisbon for the Streights) it was 
refolv’d that he thould go out with his Squadron, and 
lye off Cape Carnerd, to prevent being furpriz’d in 
the Bay of Gibraltar, 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 28. 
From the Camp before Verue, March 15. Since the 
Breaches made in the 3 Walls of Verue were ina 
Condicion to be mounted, the Duke of Vendome 
took a Refolation to make a General Affault upon 
the Place, and began to make the neceffary Difpofi- . 
tions for that purpofe. But he chang’d his Defign, 
upon certain Advice being given him from divers 
Hands, That the Garrifomhad very little Provifions; 
That they were already reduced -to half Allowance; 
That cf 1200 Men, which is théir whole Number, 
400 were fick; And, That chey would All have de- 
ferted, had not the Officers and Serjeants watch'd 
carefully Night and Day to prevent it. Whereupon 
he determin’d to diflodge rhe Duke of Savoy from his 
Camp at Crefcenrino. He gave Orders for a Bridge . 
‘o he laid over the Po, at Montfeltin below Verue. 
Mean time thy Duke of Savoy made a Propofal to 
*achange the Souers he bad, for thofe who were 
tie ad ef cuis Month in the Attack of the 


Comthunication: He agreed to it, and the Prifoners 
were exchang’d the 8th. The 1:oth Advice came 
from Milan, That fome Peafants of the Montferrat 
had fiez'd, and conducted to Alexandria, the Count 
de Taun, Major General, who was going with a 
Guide from Genoa to Turin. He was returning 
from Vienna, whither he had been fent by the Duke 
of Savoy-aad Count Starcmberg, ro reprefent to the 
Emperor the bad Condition of the Affairs of Pied- 
mont. The 14th the Bridge being finifh’d, the Duke 
of Vendome caus’d all the Horfe that were in this 
Camp, with a confiderable Body of Foot, to pafs the 
Po, to {urround the Enemy on that fide: But they 
did not think fi: to ftand an Attack. In the Night, 
and this Morning, they pafs’d the Doria, over the 
Bridge they had on that River, and are retir’d to 
Chivas. The Duke of Vendome immediately en- 
tred their Camp with 250 Horfe and 8 Companies of 
Grenadiers, and has made himfelf Mafter of Cre- 
{centino without any Oppofition.

From the Camp before Verue, March 17. The 

Night between the 12th and 13th of this Month, 


the Duke of Savoy caus’d the Fafcines and Palifadoes 


of the Line of Communication extending from Cref- 
centino to the Bank of the Po, to be burnt; and the 
Prifoners the Duke of Savoy fent us the Day before, 
in purfuance of an Exchange agreed on with the Duke 
of Vendome, reported that in their Way hither they 
faw the Beds, &c. of the Hofpital the Duke of Savoy 
had at Crefcentino, carrying towards Turin. The 
13th in the Morning, his Royal Highnefs caus’d a 
great Number of Waggons loaded with Ammuniti- 
on, to be fent from his Camp towards Chivas. In 
the Afternoon thofe Waggons were follow’d by Part 
of the Baggage of his Army ; And his Royal High- 
nefs came and took a near View of the Bridge the 
Duke of Vendome had caus’d to be laid over the Po 
at Gabiano. The 14th 2 Hours before Day, his 
Royal Highnefs caus’d the Generale to be beat,and or- 
der’d his Troops to file off towards Chivas ; but he 
himfelf, who commanded the Rearguard, did not 
move out of his Camp till the 7th in the Morning, 
after he had caus’d the Banks that kept in the Water 
to be cut to overflow the Ground thereabouts. Upon 


the Duke of Vendome’s approaching Crefcentino, 


fome of the Inhabitants came out ro defire him to 
grant his Protection to their little Town, which he 
immediately did, and ftri@ly forbid his Troops to 
plunder it. The 15th he caus'd the Bridge he had at 
Gabiano, to be brought up the River as near to Cref- 
centino as was poffible. We are poffefs’d of 18 of the 
Enemy’s Boats that were run aground when their 
Bridge of Communication was broke; and of a 
large Torn Chain, that was faften’d to ftrong Piles 
driven into the Po, in the Form of aStacado: Des 
ferters that come out of Verue to us report, that the 
Governour has reduc’d every Soldier’s Allowance to 8 
Ounces of Bread. a very {mall Portion of Rice, and 
2 Ounces of Bacon, a Day. The new Battery of 3 
Pieces of Cannon which we have rais’d on the Left 
Baftion is of the Fort on the Ifland, begun to fire the 
3d of this Month; it plays athwart the Donjon, and 
very much incommodes the Sheds the Befieged have 
made for lodging their Sick and Wounded. ean 
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Duke of Vendome has fent his Horfe into Quartets 

of Refrefhment in Trino and feveral Places about it ; 

they are commmanded by Monfieur d’ Eftain. -

Milan, March 21. The Duke of Savoy being re- 
tir'd ro Chivas, to cover the pest remaining to him 
of Piedmont, and the City of Turin; the Duke of 
Vendome has put 1000 Grenadiers aad 400 Horfe 
into Crefcentino, and fent the reft of his Troops in- 
to Quarters of Refrefhment, except a Body of them 
thar he has lefr before Verue, to block it up clofe, 
and take care that nothing be carried into it. ’Tis 
{aid the Garrifon ftill confifts of 1000 Soldiers, be- 
fides 500 Pioneers. Some fay Provifions are very 
fearce with them; others, That they have enough 
for three Months. j

’ Antibes, March 13. Afcer taking the Town of Villa 
Franca, the D. de la Feuillade caus’d the Caftle ro be 
invefted immediately, but deferr’d the Attack of ir, 
becaufe the contrary Winds have hitherto hindred the 
Arrival of the Galleys, Men of War, and Tranfport 
Veffels, thar have on board the Artillery and Ammu- 
nition requifice. The Chevalier de Roanez is juft 
now come into this Port with 4 Galleys. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dared April 2. 

From the Camp of the Duke de la Feuillade, before 
Nice, March 19. The Duke de la Feuillade, having 
caus'd the Caftle of Villa Franca ro be block’d up, 
and order'd Platforms to be made, whereupon to 
raife Batterries, march’d fome Days ago with the 
greareft part of his Army, to lay Siege to Nice, 
waiting the Arrival of the Ships of War and Gallies 
which are kept back by contrary Winds. He made 
himfelf Matter of feveral Pofts in his March, with- 
éut much Oppofition; and the Night between the 
15th and réth he caufed the Trenches to be open’d 
within zoo Fathom of the Town of Nice. That 
Night the Trenches were carried on 300 Fathom, and 
10 more the next Night ; and laft Night they were 
advanced within 60 Fathom of the Pallifadoes. We 
dre at prefent employ’d in raifing a Battery of 2 
pieces of Cannon. The Walls of the Town appear- 
ing to be of no great ftrength, we hope to be Mafters 
of it in few Days, but the Caftle will give vis nore 
Trouble. To Day the Duke de la Feuillade caus’d 
the Governour to be fummon’d to furrender, threat- 
ning if he refus’d to burn the City : The Governour 
return’d a very difdainful Anfwer, and plys us with 
his Artillery very vigoroufly. A piece of a Stone 
thar was thrown froma Mortar out of the Place, 
ftruck Monfieur de Mianne in the Cheek, and has 
shade a Fracture in the Bone.

Vienta, March 21. Prince Eugene of Savoy has fig- 
nified to the Emperot, in exprefs Terms, in Writing, 
That he is derermia’] not to go to Italy to take up- 
on him the Command of the Imperial Troops there, 
unlefs a fufficient Sum of Money be advanced, and 
all neceffary Provifions duly made, before his Depar- 
care, to enable him to execute fuccefsfully the Enter- 
prize he is 10 atrempt with thofe Troops : In the 
fame Paper he offers to lay down all the Employ- 
ments he holds of the Emperor; and is actually re- 
tir’d from Court.

The March of the Pruffian 
Troops from the Upper Palatinate for Italy is fully 
con'irm'd by Letters from Ratisbon of the 26th of 
iait Month, which affure us, That 2 Imperial Regi- 
ments are on the March thither likewife, and that 
the Difficulties that retarded the March of the Danifh 
Troops are removed, fo that they will fpeedily follow 
the reft. Thefe Letters do alfo confirm what is faid 
i* thofe from Vienna of the 21ft concerning Prince 
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Eugene, and add, thar after fome Days Ablence 
from the Imperial Court the King of the Romans 
had prevail’d with him to return, on a Promife thar 
he fhould have intire Satisfaction given~ him upon alt 
his Demands. i

Par#é, March 30. The laft Advices from’the Camp 

before Verue, are, that they were in Expectation that 
Place would quickly furrender ; Deferters having u- 
nanimoufly reported that the Garrifon had Provifions 
for no more than 7 6r 8 Days. Letrers of the 22d 
Inftant from Nice, fay the Duke de la Feuillade had 
caus’d a Line to be dug parallel with the Ditch, toa 
Part of the Wall that is very weak, and that he hop'd 
to make a Breach there in 24 Hours Time ; but that 
the Tranfporis with the heavy Artillery were not yet 
arriv'd. The Recruits for our Armies in Italy, in 
Number 19 or 20000 Men, arriv’d the 2oth of this 
Month in Dauphine; where part of them are to 
raarch into Provence to embarck for Genoa, thence 
to go to the Army of the Grand Prior+’ the reft are 
to pafs by the Way of the Valléy of Aofe to joyh 
the Army in Piemont.. 8000 Oxen ‘and a certain” 
Number of Mules are fent from Dauphine’ to Suza’ 
to draw 60 Pieces of Cannon with Ammuhition to- ' 
wards Turin ; which gives us Ground ‘to fuppofe’tis 
defign’d to bombard or befiege Turin, after the ta- 
king of Verue. Letters from Spain tell’ us 5 Regi- 
ments, and 1500 Men of the Militia were expected 
in the Camp tefore Gibraltar the 16th or 17th In- 
ftant ; after whofe Arrival, the Marfhal de Theffe 
would give a general Affault. "Tis written from 
Merz, that fince the Arrival of the Marfhal de Vil- 
lars all the Troops were in Motion, and would draw 
together the roth or 12th of April ar furtheft, and 
then the Army would march. The French and Swifs 
Guards, march’d the 26th 27th and 28th ; they are 
to rendezvous at Lifle, Valenciennes, and Maubeuge ; 
and to be upon the Maefe by the 8th of April. The 
28ch the Marquis d’ Uffon Lieutenant General went 
Poft from hence, to command in the County of Nice. 
*Tis reported for certain, that after Nice is taken, the 
Duke de la Feuillade will embark there for Genoa; 
and with him 15 or 16 Batrallions, to march to rein- 
force the Grand Prior of France.
